AS w result of 17 fatal accidents, 
20 people were killed during the, 
This is an 


month of September. 
increase of nine over the same 
month a year ago and an 82% in- 


crease and-it is one more thin for 


tbe same month in 1941, or a 5% 
increase, 

There were five drivers, 
killed,. Twelve of these accidents 
occurred after dark and five 
the day. 

Motorists are 
change 
darkness comes earliert necessi- 
tating more driving at dusk and 
after dark. This means that all car 
owners should have their cars in- 
spected immediately and not wait 
for the last minute rush. Flead- 
lights and tail lights are most 
important and should be kept in 
good working order. 

The records at the Traffic Di- 
vision reveal that three of the pe- 
desrians had been drinking and five 
of the drivers were either under 
the influence or had been drink- 
ing. This brings up the old argu- 
ment Of which is more dangerous 
{to be on the highway, the driver 
who is drunk or the driver who is 
just feeling good. It is unfortunate 
that some drivers. think themselves 
just as capable at the wheel with a 
couple of dvinks as when, they are 
sober, Drinking and driving should 
be separate activities, The person 
who drinks should leave the job 
of driving for someone else. 
Drinking before driving causes a 
person to lose that fine sense of 
judgement so necessary to meet 
an emergency situation wisely. 
Drinking drivers are likely to be- 
come reckless, take chances and 
travel too fast for their own good 
and the good of others.

Farms as defined by the Census, 
Bureau ave agricultural -enterprises 
of 3 acres or more in extent or, if 
under 3 acres in size, report value 
of products at $250 or more. AS wt 
result of increased prices for ag- 
vicultural commodities, many ar- 
eas of the country report an in- 
crease in the number of small and 
part-time agricultural enterprises: 
and this factor must be taken into 
account in’ making comparisons 
with previous censuses. The exact 
measure of this factor in change 
in number of farms will be avail- 
able Jater when the Census Bureaw 
cumplete tabulations  classifyine 
farms by size and total yalue of 
products in each county,

Of the available jiquid 
fasal preparations, antiséeptics and 
silvers aré often mote irritating than 
fielpful, while gargles are sural
